Hot cross buns may be made 

like any baking powder biscuit, or 
with the addition of sugar and 
raisins or currants, and of course 
with the cross scored on top. My 
favorite recipe is as follows: Scald 
one cup of milk and add while 
hot one-quarter cup sugar, one- 
quarter cup butter and one tea­ 
spoon salt. Let cool. Dissolve 
one-half yeastcake in one-half cup 
luke-warm water to which a little 
sugar has been added. When the 
milk has cooled to luke-warm add 
one or two well beaten eggs, the 
yeast, 'enough flour to make a 
batter and one cup small seeded 
raisins, ahd beat well. Add enough 
flour to make a soft dough, knead 
until smooth, and set in a warm 
place to rise. in about three1 
hours roll out, cut into biscuits, 
score cross in the top of each one, 
and put into pan to rise for an- 
o'cher hour. Cover top with a 
paste composed of sugar moist­ 
ened with milk, sprinkle cinna- 
man on top, and bake.

Veal a la King. This requires two 
i cups cooked veal (cut Into cubes).

one tahlcspuon green pepper (cut Inti 
cubes), three cups cream or whlt< 
sauce, onr-hnlf «!up shredded plmenln 
one-quarter teaspoon salt or celer; 
salt. Wipe a shank of veal and pu 
It to cook in boiling water enough t< 
cover it. After ten minutes reduce 
the heat, season, and allow to slm 
met- until tender. Cut meat Inti 
cubes and add it to the cream (o 
white sauce), preen pepper and shred 
ded pimento. It is nice to have tin 
meat cooked the day before you nn 
to use it. Thin is a good dish to pre 
pare, when veal is expensive, and li 
delicious.

Plain white curtains may be 
trimmed or lengthened by stitch­ 
ing gingham in a border on the 
sides and bottom. They may also 
be tied back with bands of the 
gingham. The bands of blue, 
pink, or any desired color to 
match the color scheme of th* 
room in which they are used  
should be about three inches wide. 
The touches of color add much to 
the attractiveness of the curtains.

Cut 
the starch-patch one inch larger 
each way than the place to be 
mended, and with a warm iron 
press it over the hole. If done 
carefully it will be difficult to 
detect the hole.

Indian Pudding. Heat three cups of 
milk, add "one-half cup of yello 
cornmeal, and cook in double boiU 
about one hour. Add one egg we 
beaten, one-half, cup sugar, one tea­ 
spoon cinnamon, and one cup o 
raisins. Bake about one hour slowly

You will save time and labor if 
you will keep on each floor a 
duster, broom and brush and keep 
the rooms tidied up as they need 
it instead of waiting until the 
regular cleaning day.
